THE SISTER’S STATEMENT.

and said Lillie, —that is the pet name 
by which she called me—‘Lillie, 
Jam going to give you my trunk and every- 
thing I have, if I don’t come back any more. 
And it I don’t come back this evening or to- 
morrow morning I'll never come back to see 
you again.’

The Big Ratification Meeting 
To-Night.

A Large Number of Eminent 
Speakers to be Present. 


How the Bolting Grant Veterans En- 
dorsed Hancock, 


A Full Account of the “eeting—Ringing 
Resolutions—Campaign Notes,

Pursuant to an announcement that appear- 
ed in yesterday’s Post-DISPATCH, a numher 
of Republicans who favored Grant’s nomina- 
tion for the presidency prior to the assem- 
bling of the Chicago Convention assembled 
at Thomas Duffy’s saloon, on Fifth and Myr- 
tle streets, last evening, and held a short but 
spirited meeting. The earnestness which 
these bolters evinced in their bold movement 
was clearly demonstrated by the fact that 
they industriously circulated a petition 
among their friends, pledging its signers to 
support the nominee of the Cincinnati Con- 
vention, and secured in a short time the 
following signatures, most of whom the 
representative of the Post-DISPATCH, 
on close inquiry, found to be life-long 
Republicans ee disgusted with the re- 
sultof the late Chicago Convention: Harry 
Crowley, Frank E. Schiefer, John Kruger, 
Edward H. Clifford, John Fitzpatrick, John 
Smith. Geerge E. Wells, Wm. Stein. Thomas 
H. Duffy, T. L. Frank, R. W. McCarick, Ed- 
ward Kelly, Patrick Berke, Patrick H. Mun - 
roe, A. L. Grosch, Edward O’ Keefe, B. G. 
Powell, Edward Schultz, Wm. P. Mane well, 
L. Davis, Albert Meekel, Harry Lawrence, 
eff, Charles Hunt - 
ington and Frederick Stampfley. The meetin 
was organized by the election of Edwar 
Crowley chairman and Edward Clifford sec- 
retary. After stating in brief terms the ob- 
ject of the meeting, the Chairman inquired if 
any member had anything special to offer, 
when Edward Stampfley arose and moved 
the adoption of the following preamble and 
resolutions: 

WHEREAS, The Republican party has seen 
fit to nominate a man for the Presidency in 

Hose we “have no confdence, and 
who we believe has ne abiding interest in 
the welfare of the nation only so far as it can 
minister to his paltry personal ambition, and 
whereas the Democratic party has placed in 


‘nomination forthe same officea man ot in- 


tegrity, ability and courage: therefore, be it 

tesolved, That we, a band of candid Re- 
publicans, who believe in adhering to the 
true principles upon which our republican 
form of government was founded, have se- 
vered our connection with that party governed 
by ringsand cliques,and cheerfully pledge 
ourselves to support the candidacy of Hanceck 
and English during the ensuing campaign 
and promise to use all honorable means to in- 
sure their triumph at the coming national 
election. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions 
be sent to General Hancock, the next Presi- 
dent of the United States, to William II. 
English, the next Vice-President, and to the 
various military organizations throughout the 
State of Missouri. : 

After adopting the above resolutions the 
meeting adjourned to meet again to-morrow 
night. 

The club is to be know as the Hancock 
Veteran Club, and its members propose to 
elect their permanent officers at their next 
meeting. 

WHAT THE VFTERANS HAD TO SAY, 

After the meeting had adjourned the re- 

orter delegated to look after these wayward 

tepublicans tackled a few of the veterans 
and interviewed them briefly. In response to 
the general question concerning the motive 
that prompted them to abandon: Garfield’s 
standard to enlist under Hancock’s banner, 
Edward A. H. Clifford said: I fought uader 
Hancock during the war, and you will find 
very few men who served in his army now 
living who, when it comes to the scratch, 
will refuse te give him their hearty support. 
I remember his gallant conduct in the seven 
days’ tight, and can still hear the boys shout- 
ing for him as he passed down the lines 
under fire and shared their dangers. 
No man deserves a greater reward 
for his services and no man in 
the country can defeat him for 
the Presidency.

BEECHER AT HOME. 


“The Pastor of Plymouth Under His 


Vines and Trees. 
' [Peekskill Cor. Brooklyn Eagle. ] ‘ 


„This is my family, this is my house. this 
is my dog, aud out yonder is some landscape 
you can amuse yourself with.’’ And with 
this rather comprehensive welcome, the Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher took his mail, which I 
bad brought up from the village, and went 
into bis den““ as he called it, to run througb 
his letters. 

His house is located a mile back of the vil- 
lage, 600 feet above the river, and command; 
a view ofthe prettiest patch of forest, round 
top hills and water to be found soutnof the 
Catskills. Twenty-five miles of voluptuous 
country are visible tothe west, while to the 
south and east fifteen miles of swelling hills, 
with woods and villages, open from his south 
porch. Historical ground it is, too, for in 


the Tappan Zee the British fleet lay, years 


ago, to the great inconvenience of one Israel 
Putnam, until that gentleman contrived to 
rig up an ancient cannon one day and drop 
discomforting six-pound snot into the ancient 
tubs that, in those times, constituted a navy. 
Further up Andre, Arnold & Co. transacted 
a little conspiracy business for country cus- 
tomers, until one was bounced and the other 
hung, after which the proceedings proceeded 
without interruption. Over the hills and far 
away the armies contended and wrestled and 
thought they were waging great warfare. 
Located on a high crest, the mansion is liter- 
ally a house in the air,and every window con- 
trols a stretch of rolling land, with here and 
there a farm, now and then a pretty villa, a 
slice of water occasioally, a perfect view of 
eye-resting scenery, such as might well in- 
spire asermon, and with traditions and his- 
tory that would make a political speech bristle 
with full-blooded, nervous patriotism. 

„What do vou think of it, eh?“ asked the 
eminent divine, emerging from hie study. ‘‘I 
regard this thing as rather pretty.“ 

Brooklyn people know Beecher in the pul- 
pit, the outside world through the press. It 
is questionable if many know his home life, 
for, separated from his public duties, he is 
reticent, and inclined to get away by himself. 
Manifestly, the toggery of society is irksome 
to him, for he sbirks it when within his per- 
sonal gates, and decorates his system with 
harness not altogether orthodox from a tai- 
jor’s standpoint. The creeds forbid that I 
criticise his clothing, but when the tyrant of 
eloquence and soother of lamenting souls 
prowls around in boots badly broken, with 
coat, vest and trowsers obviously respected 
for long association, and hat hallowed by 
friendship formed years ago, the layman ia- 
dulges ina little wonder until he recognizes 
the large and liberal soul that rises above the 
vanities of the earth, and frames the picture 
in about seven dollars’ worth of pride and 
frowardness of spirit. To see him in the pul- 
pit, cue would regard Mr. Beecher as a man 
born well dressed, but to contemplate him in 
the sanctity of private life, ove realizes the 
absurdity of conventionalisms, so far as attire 
is concerned, and that perhaps, after all, there 
is something in this world that boots can not 
give nor trowsers take away. 

Nes, sir, I regard this thing as very pretty. 
Lovely, in fact. Do you know how I built 
this house? LI wantedit. I had set my heart 
on it, but I was poor. So I went and lectured 
until Learned the money. You have heard 
of castles inthe air. Here you find one,a 
regular castle of wind. That's now I got it.“ 

‘The house is sixty feet by seventy. Shall 
any one attempt to describe it? It is a great 
dealiike Beecher’s creed in its roomy liber- 
aliiy; something like his sermons in its sur- 
prises and generous regard for comfort, and 
not dissimilar to his conversation in its 
nooks, crannies and novelties. Entering a 
broad hall, the dining-room lies on the right 
and the parlors on the left, back of th2m his 
„den, and back of that his sleeping-room. 
Above are the bed-chambers, approached by a 
wide staircase, whose landing, warmed by 
stained glass, is a complete sitting-room. An- 
other floor up, and more bed-rooms and the 
servants’ quarters. Large, handsome apart- 
ments they are, all finished in hard wood. 
You do not notice tbe furniture. The rooms 
are complete in theirown finish. There is 
no upholstery. There is nota picture in the 
house. Overeach windowa bit of staineu 
Class purveys all the color. The rest is ac- 
complished by the wood-work and paper. 
Cierry and blue ash prevail. And the paper! 
Even Beecher can not describe it. Gold, sil- 
ver and delicate tints are mingled so that 
neither dominates, and while the paper differs 
on the different floors. it differs gradually and 
the eye can scarcely detect the joinings. In 
this lies the charm ofthe house. The carpeis 
and furniture are elegant, of course, but re- 
move them, and the beauty is not destroved, 
the elegance is not disturbed. Ican only li- 
ken Beecher’s house to one of Beecaer’s 
prayers, in decoration, sine? house and prayer 
depend on the perfect blending 
of harmonious colors and ideas, 
touch the taste tenderly, and leave an impres- 
gion of something that has inspired pleasure 
while effacing all recollection of details. No 
particular style of architecture has been fol- 
lowed. The roof cemes as War domestic 
Gothic as anything else, While the mansion it- 
self nas been built to respect the vagaries of 
tbe owner. Unforeseen passageways lead to 
unsuspected apartments with eccentric ceil- 
ings and a mine of conveniences. Bathing- 
rooms grow on every angle, and from ‘the 
huge water tank away up under the roof to 
the ice-house in the cellar, around by the gas- 
machine and up again through the parlors, 
everything defies the suggestion of more 
possibilities for comfort. 

Ard five thousand of the trees you see 
out there,” continues the host, as we step up- 
on the porch again, and look down along his 
grounds, “‘five thousand of them I planted 
myscif.’’ And he points out a forest of mag- 
nojias. yews, pines, junipers, spruce, cypress 
and abort. Still further down he points out 
the avenue of trees through which the bouse 
is approached, immense maples, locking arms 
above the roadway, and shaking little splash- 
es of sunshine down through the shadows. 
take a great deal of stock in that avenue, 
he continues, and then we hunt up the barn, 
and the kitchen oe and tke archery lawn. 
I am pleased with the absence of any croquet 
traces, and though nothing is said about it, 
I fancy that perhaps itis regarded as a ma- 


chination of the Presbyterians and hath no 


resting place in the ark of Congregationalism. 
Alderney cows, well groomed, and swik. 
horses. calves and toploftical cbickens 
abound. Vineyards are there also, and or- 
charde, from which the fruit is sold to a 
neighbor, a godless man, who goeth not to 
church, but stayeth largely away therefrom, 
and squeezeth the juice from out the grape 
and the goodness from out the apple, making 
from the one the wine that stingeth like an 
adder, and a superior article of applejack 
from the other. Flower beds, cherry trees, 
vegetables, berry vines have their places, for 
the pastor of Plymouth knows that the body 
is the frame of the soul and hath a tenderness 
therefor. 

And when we return to the wide porch and 
oin the ladies, what more natural than a po- 
itieal discussion? It is your worldly-minded 

man who inaugurates a religious argument 
which winds up ina fight, not your experi- 
enced clergyman. With the grace ot God 
round about, blowing through the trees and 
sweeping down from the mountains and up 
through the valleys. your experienced clergy- 
man knows that you willtake it in by absorp- 


tion, and feels little temptation to add un- | 
meaning words to a song that comes from 
every voice of the air. It isn’t often that 1 
at — ‘hand at delicate sentiment, but 
whether it isthe family, the landscape or the 
dog to which my welcome introduced me I 
don’t know, but I fancy as I look off over the 
bi oad acres and fat land that it may be a good 
investment to be a Goa-fearing man.

A New York Bank Clerk Robbed in 
Daylight. 
From the New York World, 24th. ] 

Between 11 and 12 o’clock * terday morn- 
ing, Broadway being crowded as usual at the 
time, Edward W. Pratt, a clerk in the Bank 
of the Metropolis, was robbed at the corner 
of Sixteenth street and Union Square ot a 
package containing $2,000. The robber jump- 
ed into a wagon which was waiting near. by, 
a confederate whipped up the horse and both 
escaped. Mr. Pratt, whe is slightly built and 
about forty years old, had beensent with 
$2,000, in $20, $50 and $100 notes, to the 
Island City Bank, in Twenty-third street, 
near Sixth avenue, to get bills of smaller de- 
nominations. He reached the bank without 
suspecting that he was followed, and he re- 
ceived $2,000in $land $2 bills, which were 
wrapped upina package. He put the pack- 
age under lis arm and started to go buck to 
the Bank of the Metropolis, at the corner of 
Union Square and Fifteenth street. He 
went along Twenty-third street to 
Broadway and thence towards Union 
Square on the eastern sidewalk. 
When Mr. Pratt had crossed Broadway and 
was about to step on the curb at the corner of 
Sixteenth street, one block from the bank, the 
robber came up behind him and brushed 
sgainst him. Mr. Pratt, although suspecting 
nothing, pressed the package more closely 
under his arm. The highwayman seized the 
package of bills, tugged at it violently, and 
finaily wrenched it from under the clerk’s 
arm,at the sametime giving Mr. Pratt a 
violent push. The thief then ran around the 
corner, pursued by Mr. Pratt, who shouted, 
„Stop thief.’? An old fashioned wagon, to 
which a dark bay horse was harnessed, stood 
in Sixteenth street, a short distance from 
Broadway. A man sat onthe driver's box 
with along whip in his hand ready for use. 
Mr. Pratt was about three feet behind the 
thief when the latter reached the wagon, 
threw the packageof billsinto itand then 
jumped upon the box himself. The driver 
plied the Whip vigorously and in an instant 
the wagon was going rapidly down Sixteenth. 
Mr. Pratt ran after the wagon shouting, but 
alilhough there were many persons on both 
sides of the street no one _  attempt- 
ed to stop the horse. Mr. Pratt ran as tar as 
Sixth avenue. There the wagon was driven 
sbarply around the corner, and when Mr. 


Pratt reached the corner the wagon was out 


of sight. Hereturned to the bank and re- 
ported to the cashier what had taken place. A 
young man named Roberts who had taken 

rt in the chase accompanied him. Mr. Ro- 

rts told the cashier that he saw what he 
thought was a fight between two men at the 
corner of Sixteenth street and Union square. 
He hurried towards them and reached it just 
as the thiefran. A report of therobbery was 
made immediatety to Superintendent Walling 
at Police Headquarters, and a general alarm 
was sent out. The man who snatched the 
package is described as being about twenty- 
eight years old, five feet six inches hizh, stout 
and with a smooth face. He wore a knit 
jacket, dark trousers and a black soft hat 
which was partially drawn over his eyes. The 
man in the wagon was five feet eight inches 
high, slenderly built, and wore dark clothing. 
Two Central Office detectives were assigned 
to look for the thieves. 

It is some time since 9 similar robbery has 
been committed inthis city. Two years ago 
Mr. Stone, the cashier of Mr. Hale’s piano 
factory, was robbed in this manner at the 
corner of Thirty-seventh street and Tenth 
avenue, as he was returning from the East 
River Bank with the wages of the employes uf 
the factory. The robbers escaped in a butch- 
er cart. Aboutthe same time the cashicr of 
the Planet Mills, in Brooklyn, was robbed in 
the same wey. ‘Tbe men vesterday are sup- 
posed to have watched Mr. Pratt from the 
lime he left the Island City Bank until he 
reached Sixteenth street. Mr. Pratt was out 
all yesterday afternoon with the detectives, 
but no clue to the thieves was discovered. 

Half an hour after the robberv a young 
woman With an opera glass was discovered at 
a window of a Houston street tenement- house 
watcbing the offices of Superintendent Wall- 
ing and Inspector Murray. A policeman was 
sent to see who she was, but when he reached 
the room she had disappeared. 


A Noted Horse Thief’s Exploit. 
Rochester (N. V.) Special Dispatch. 

Ambrose Suits is noted throughout Western 
New York and Northern Pennsylvania as a 
daring horse thief and jail breaker. He has 
been in several county jails, but escaped from 
allexcept one before he could betried. He 
was tried and convicted in Genesée county 
three years ago for horse stealing, and was 
sentenced to three years in Auburn 
Prison. His {time was out recently. Since 
then he has been plundering the farmers 
in this and adjoining counties. Two 
ago he was discovered inthis city, and was 
arrested, charged with horse stealing in Liv- 
ingston county. Hewas locked up in the 
jailat Genesee. This is one of the most se- 
cure prisons in the State. One morning last 
week the jailer found Suits’ cell empty. ‘I'wo 
of the heavy iron bars inthe window had been 
cutintwo. Notraceof the escaped prisoner 
could be found. Last Friday James Wait, of 
this city, called onthe Sheriff of Livingston 
county. Hesaid he knew where Suits was 
and would secure him for $50. The Sheriff 
agreed to pay the sum. Wait returned to this 
city. Suits was in hiding at a 
groggery, in West street, kept by a rela- 
tive of Wait’s. Tbe amateur detective went to 
the place and invited Suits to drink with him. 
Suits’ suspicions were aroused by Wait's 
actions. The latter drank so often that ne got 
drunk and wenttosleep. When he awoke 
his watch, money and boots were gone. A 
valuable horse and carriage that he had driven 
to tbe saloon were also missing. Suits was 
nowhere to be found. On Susday the horse 
and carriage were found in Gates township, 
twenty miles away, in a fleld. Simultaneousiy 
with their appearance there a farmer near by, 
named Rowe, had a blooded horse stolen 
from his barn, with a saddle and bridle. 
Suits is credited with these exploits. and no 
trace of him has yet been found.

On Thursday of last week over 1,000 per- 
sons went on the second free excursion for 
peor mothers and children to the Avondale 
excursion grounds. Among the number was 
a Mrs. Wegner with her six children. One 
of these children, a son, aged four years, was 
missed soon after landing, and all effurts to 
find him proved futile. 

It was supposed thatthe child had been 
drowned, but at the earnest solicitation of 
the parents the Avondale grounds and its sur- 
roundings were carefully searched for several 
days by detectives and others from the city, 
but no trace of the missing boy was found. 
This morning a gentleman passing a marsh 
adjoining the Avondale grounds heard a noise 
in the rushes, and going to see the cause dis- 
covered the little boy sunk in the mire above 
bis waist, where he had proves been with- 
out food or shelter since Thursday last. The 
litle fellow was much emaciated and was 
taken to the Avondale House, where he re- 
ceived medical attention, and it is thought 
will recover.

MONTENEGRO WOMEN. 


The Most Unhappy and Wretched Peo- 
ple on Earth. — 
IFrom the New York Sun. 

The life of Montenegrin women may be 
epitomized in two words—work and suffering. 
In some countries women work as much as 
men, in others more; but on the Black Moun- 
tains they alone do the work of both men and 
beasts of burden. The variety and intensity 
of their sufferings baffle description. I do not 
hesitate to aftirm that nowhere else does the 
female sex live in such a wretched condition. 

Outbursts of wild joy, noise of gunshots, 
clashing of glasses and songs and dances ac - 
company the birth of a boy in Montenegro; 


if a girl comes to increase the number of the 
warrior’s children. Should you congratulate 
bim on the birth of a daughter, he is sure to 
cut short your intended compliment by say- 
ing. I beg pardon, sir, ’tis a girl,”? and 
sometimes, tis a snake.“ The poor little 
thing grows up ignored and despised until 
ber Svodily strength becomes in some way 
a source of revenue to the family. The 
bovs monopolize all the affections of 
both mother and father. The former fre- 
quently suffers the tortures of Niobe, but, 
for fear of her husband, dares not show her 
daughter any tenderness. The littie waifs of 
the Montenegrin family can hardly walk about 
the house before they are initiated into house- 
hold work, and sent up the mountains to 
gather dry wood. Return they must in the 
evening, bending under loads that few men 
would care to carry, or they get a sound flog- 
ging and no supper. The flower of their youth 
prematurely fades because nature has no 
time to shape and develop their forms. Ex- 
cessive labor stamps their faces with preco- 
cious age and repulsive manliness. The body 
of the woman of the Black Mountain is ill- 
shaped and most ungraceful. Sheis wanting 
in that elasticity which is the soul of all form. 
Her carriage is heavy, her 1 long, and her 
shoulders are huckled-backed, like the should - 
ers of all who pass their lives in journeying 
up and down mountainous roads with loads 
not in keeping with their Pe strength. 
She walks with her head inclined on her 
breast. as though she was crushed by ſ the 
feeling of her own objection. No wonder, 
therefore, that she looks on the erect figures 
of ber father, brotbers and husband as on 
superior beings, in whose presence she ought 
to tremble and keep silent. No wonder that 
those seperior beings, in turn, never miss an 
opportunity to assert their superiority and to 
rivet the chains by which they keep her as 
submissive as a slave. 

Outside of household duties the woman of 
Montenegro has no opportunity to develop 
ber mental faculties. It is only of late years 
tbat little girls have been permitted to at- 
tend such schools as the country affords. 
The improvement, however, cannot be very 
great for along time, as the necessities of 
every-day life absorb all their time, and the 
customs of the country contine the female sex 
witbin the narrow and wee sphere of 
the lowest manual labor. Long will they be 
doomed to clime rocks and leap from ravine 
to ravine to carry home the needed fuel and 
provisions. These women, strange as it may 
seem, pride themselves on the hardships they 
endure. One day, while going to Niesie by 
the mountain path, I meta number of them 
carrying up the baggage ofa party of Eng- 
lish tourists. One was seated on a rock weep- 
ing bitterly. On being questioned concerning 
the cause of her — she replied that she 
bad been insulted by one of the party. He 
bad told her that she would never be able te 
carry her share of the baggage to the top o 
the mountain. 

The novelist in search of plots and intrigues 
will lose bis time by visiting the Black Moun- 
tain. Aside from patriotism and seif-denial, 
there is no romance in the life of Montenegrin 
wimen. The rude mountaineers: have no 
gallantry. They shrink from the simplest 
civilities to women. A compliment even to 
the girl he loved would subject the Montene- 
grin to ridicule. Young girls traveling alone 
in the heart of the region are safer than those 
under escort. Woe to the man, howtver, who 
dares address her an improper word. She 
would have a protector in every passer-by, 
and, on reaching the village, a score of young 
men would vie with each other for the honor 
of wiping out the offense with the blood of the 
off+ nder. 

On market days the women pour from their 
hutstothe village. They go up and down 
the mountain—there 1s alwavs some moun- 
tain to climb—in a long line, Indian file, af.er 
the manner of llamas traversing the Andes. 
To break the monotony of the winding trails, 
they join in choruses and sing national 
bymns and love ballads. Though rude and 
rudely sung, those ballads impress the stran- 
ger. Lively chats follow the singing, the 
confused wordsreaching the ear of the tour- 
ist in waves of strange sounds, which vividly 
recall the Tower of Babel. Eloquence is a 
natural gift with Montenegrin men aud wo- 
men. Their language is strikingly figurative, 
andtheir lives empty and monotonous. The 
most ordinary event assumes the importance 
ofan epic poem, and they taik it over for 
If the phalanx passesa spot marking 
an accident or a murder, the conversation is 
hushed, and a mournful song, running from 
rank to rank, fillsthe air. The music is wild, 
solemp and impressive. Apparent grief 
marks the countenances of the mourners, but 
as socn as they have passed the commemora- 
tive spot their conversation is resumed as 
though nothing had bappened. 

Deprived of all moral and social pleasure 
enjoyed by her sex elsewhere, it might be 
fancied that the woman ofthe Black Moun- 
tain would find in her home a reward for the 
bardships she endures and for her unremit- 
ting devotion to the men of her family. Noth- 
ing ofthe kind. Within the compass of the 
domestic walls the men are even more brutal 
than despotig. However careful the wife, the 
husband finds a pretext for scolding and 
grumbling. The wife who remonstrates is 
soon convinced that silence is the best policy. 
No Montenegrin woman dares concern her- 
self in her husband’s affairs. Whether he 
gots out or comes in, she is not permitted to 
make any inquiry, nor does she show in any 
way thatshe worries over his prolonged or 
unusual absences. When he is absent, his 
wife, though threatened with death, will never 
reveal his whereabouts. No husband writes 
to his wife, no matter how long he is away 
from home. In the vicinity of Mustar I meta 
woman whose husband had been two years at 
Constantinople. Through a friend’s indis- 
cretion she learned of his whereabouts sixteen 
months after the separation. At first I 
thougbt I had met with a very rare exception, 
but 1 soon discovered that it was the general 
rule. A Montenegrin laughed at me when I 
expressed indignant surprise. Write to a 
woman—to one’s wife?“ said he in scorn. 
Are we doves or wen?“ 

The woman of the Black Mountain rarely 
accompanies her husband in his excursions. 
When she does she always dresses in male 
attire. Ifthe husband cannot avoid betray- 
ing his wife’s incognito, he will say with em- 
barrassment and ill-concealed vexation: I 
beg par don, ’tis my wife.“ Should they meet 
on the road, the woman must withdraw, and, 
‘if possible, take another path. Out of the 
house they appear as strangers to each other 
—aye. as enemies who cannot bear each 
otber's sight. If tbey can by no means avoid 
meeting, tbe husband must either light his 
pipe, wipe his musket, or arrange the harness 
of his borse—anything to prove that he has 
not noticed his wife, else onthe morrow he 
would be the laughing stock of the village. 
These semi-brutes consider it a lasting dia- 
grace toappearin public with their women. 


Boring for Water. 
From the New York Herald. | 


The work of boring for water under the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel will be resumed in a few 
days. The machinery now to be used nas 
sufficient power to force the drill to a depth 
of 3.000 feet. The distance already bo is 
1,108 feet, and the drill is now, as at first, in 
gneiss rock, interspersed with quartz. About 
340 feet from the surface a vein of iron ore, 
eight feet in thickness, was pierced. With 
the exception of gneiss rock and quartz, this 
vein anda few strata of mica schist, thick, 
studded with garnets, have been 
the only formations encountered. 
Water has been obtained from time to time, 
but only in small quantities. 

The 8 is done with a drill made of 
steel, set with diamonds, affixed to a hollow 


‘tube two and one-halt inches in diameter.

These diamonds are fifteen in num and 
1 — equi -distant on the bottom of the 
drill, having a clearance of 1.32 of an inch 


above the surface of the steel. They are

The wear on a drill of 
this kind in boring through common rock 
amounts to about ten cents * foot. The 
machinery used in boring with these drills 
causes the iron tubes composing the drill pro- 
per to make 250 revolutions per minute, and 
forces the little diamond- pointed head through 
the hardest rock at the rate of seventeen feet 
per day. At the distance of every fifteen feet 
the drill is taken up, and the rock, which has 
been literally gouged out of the is re- 
moved in a shape resembl an immense 
stick of candy. company who have charge 
of the work say they will find water or bore 
all summer. 


A NEW CHAMPION. 


Arrival in America of a Champion of 
Foot-Ball. 
From the New York Herald. N 


Among the passengers by the steamship 
Circassia, which arrived yesterday from Glas- 
gow, was Mr. W. 8. Somers, the well-known 
captain of the famous foot-ball team known 
as the Queen’s Park Club, and who is consid- 
ered the best ‘‘back’’ in the world. The 
vessel reached her wharf at pier 20, North 
River, at half-past 8 a. m., and was boarded 
by Mr. George Ross McKenzie, who extended 
a hearty greeting to Mr. Somers, and also to 
Messrs. John K. McDonald and Hugh Wal- 
lace, two of bis fellow- passengers. The cham- 
pion then requested Mr. McKenzie to step to 
the stern of the boat, and, tothe latter’s de- 
light, presented him with two magnificent 
specimens of the greyhound out of the Duke 
of Hamilton’s kennel. Both animals, are 
about twenty-seven inches in height, the male 
beim black and the female of a fawn color. 
The party then stepped on the pier and had 
their baggage inspected by the Custom-house 
oflicers, whofinquired — ann as to the 
purpose for which the hounds were brought 
to this countrv. Mr. McKenzie soon settled 
that business by making an affidavit that they 
would be used for breeding, and they were 
duly ep The baggage, with the animals, 
was then placed in a wagon and sent to the 
residence of Mr. McKenzie, at Gled Shey. 
The party then entered a carriage and were 
driven off with Mr. McKenzie. 

At half-past 5 o’clock the reporter obtained 
an introduction to the champion, and at the 
first glance it did not appear that the unas- 
suming individual who stood before nim was 
the person whose praises had been sounded 
for yearsin the newspapers of the United 
Kingdom, and who had won more prizes in 
his time than any atblete on either side of the 
Atlantic. Mr. Somers is only twenty-five 
years of age, although he looks at least ten 
years older, and he appeared to ve in perfect 
trim, as if he had just gone through a course 
of training. He is about five feet seven inches 
in height, with square shoulders and good 
chest, of a dark complexion, and wears a 
slight moustache. He appears to weigh about 
one bundred and forty-five pounds. His face 
and bands are brown, the result of continued 
out-door exercise. On his breast he wore 
two medals, one of them denoting that§his 
team was the winner of the Glasgow Charity 
Cup,“ and the other in proof of a victory 
gained in the contest for the Scottish Chal- 
lenge Cup. Beside these trophies the 
champion is the possessor of fifty-three med- 
als of various designs, all of which he won in 
rowing, jumping and foot-ball matches inside 
often years. He bas won five matches for 
place kicking, and his record of one hundred 
and ninety-s1x feeg five inches has never been 
equaled. On beibg asked asto his plans 
and intended movements during his stay in 
this country, Mr. Somers objecied at first, and 
stated that he did not desire to say anything, 
because he had retired from the foot-bail 
arena just previous to his departure from 
Glasgow, and thathe simply came here on a 
visit of pleasure. As to the cause of his re- 
tirement the champion said that, for his short 
lifetime, he had bad enough of athletic 
sports, and that he bad now made up his 
mind to settle down to commercial pursuits. 
He said that he was engaged in the oil trade 
in Glasgow, and that the recent death of his 
father bad induced him to resign the captain- 
cy ot tbe team. His place had since been fill- 
ed by the election of T. Valance, a noted 
foot-ball player. He said that, previous te 
his departure, he had promised his late com- 
rades, who intended to visit this country in 
the latter part of August, to make arrange- 
menis for a series of games with the best 
clubs of the United States and Canada. He 
exvects to be able to arrange matches with the 
foot-ball teams of Harvard and Yale Col- 
leges, and also with the one attached to the 
University of the City of New York. When 
he leaves this city he will visit Chicago, Buf- 
falo aud Niagara Falls, then, crossing into 
Canada, go to Toronto and meet Mr. D. K. 
Brown, of the Toronto Telegraph, who is to 
assist bim in bringing about a meeting be- 
twcen the Glasgow team and the principal 
foot-ball ciubs of Canada. 


After Twenty Year’s Search.

Mr. Edward Riley,of New York City, found 
his wife in Newport, Ky., yesterday, after a 
long and faithful search of twenty years. The 
story connected with his travels being roman- 
tic, we give it in full. In 1861 Edward Riley 
enlisted in Company G, One Hundred and 
Fiftieth Regiment, New York Volunteers. 
Soon after bis enlistment the regiment was 
ordered to uctive service. In the battle of 
Manassas, in 1864, Riley was cap- 
tured and taken to Libby Prisoa, 
where he remained until the end of the war. 
After he was liberated he returned to New 
York City in search of the wife he had left, 
but for several days could find no clue to her 
whereabouts. He at length learned that she 
left New York several years before for Pitts- 
burg, where she had engaged herself as a do- 
mestic in a respectable family, but had the 
misfortune to bea victim of a coal-oil disas- 
ter, and was buried in a gravevard near the 
smoky citv. Mr. Riley searched the city over, 
but could find nothing that would establish 
the truth of the above story. He did not give 
up, but, like a devoted husband, concluded 
tosearch for her until death overcame his 
exertions. Mrs. Riley had supposed that her 
husband was a victim ofa leaden missile, and 
with ber children came to Newport, Ky., 
where she hada brother living by the name 
of Patrick Mullen. Yesterday morning, about 
8 o’clock, who should walk into the house but 
her husband. Her consternation was ipde- 
scriable. She recognized tbe familiar face, 
although changed by time and trouble. The 
usual embracing, tear-shedding, hand-shak- 
ing, etc., followed the meeting, and the happy 
twain were last nightinthe seventh heaven 
of felicitous enjoyment of life's blessings. 
Their son, now married, was overjoyed at 
seeing his long-lost father, and the happy 
family giouD was as beautiful a spectacle as 
eye ever witnessed. 


American Oysters Abroad. 
[From the London Telegraph, June 12.) 

Not only is America supplying Europe with 
such sheer necessaries of life as beef and mut- 
ton, breed and cheese, hams and pickled 
pork, but her inexaustible wealth in natural 
products enables her to furnish the tables of 
British ana Continental gouimets with cer- 
tain luxuries the sources of which in the Old 
World bave been somewhat recklessly dealt 
with of late. Among these are oysters, an 
ever-increasing scarcitv of which has made 
itself apparent oh the English and German 
coasts for some years past, as is too signiti- 
cantly conveyed to the oyster-lover by the 
melancholy fact that the price of natives has 
vastly increased within the last quarter of a 
century. It is wortby of noticé that the Schles- 
wig proprietors of oyster-beds are laying 
down American Oysters in immense numbers 
upon the coast of the Little Belt, from Gra- 
venshoved to Holkhoved, as well as tothe 
south of Aaroe Island. A few days ago 1.250, 
000 small and 60,000 large oysters, fished in 
Newark, Chesapeake and Prince’s Bays, 
were put down in the above-mentioned 
waters, and a company has been fermed with 
the object of laying down from 14,000,000 to 
15,000,000 more of American oysters upon the 
Schleswig and Holstein shores. The oysters 
just transferred to their new domicile will be 
taken up againin the autumn of 1881, dy 
which time their condition will demonstrate 
whether or not they are likely to thrive and 
multiply in German waters.

Wm. H. English is a product of India 
soil. Unlike Hendricks, Voorhees and other 
great men, he was not imported from Ohio. 
He might be termed the rich and mature fruit 
of the first generation of the State, as he was 
born in 1822, six years after Indiana was ad - 
mitted into the Union. He was born in the 
little county of Scott,in Southern Indiana. 
His ancestors came from Delaware and Vir- 
inia. His maternal grandfather, Philip 
Zastin, served with honor in the Revolution- 
ary war as an Officer inthe Fourth Virginia 


Infantry. His mother was one of seven- 
teen and his father one of fou ent-

In 1843 he was chosen clerk 
of the Indiana House of Representatives. 
His opponent was George Taylor, who after- 
ward met bis successful rival in Congress as 
a member from New York. Gov. Blue Jeans 
Williams made his debut in Indiana politics 
as a member of this Legislature, and enjoyed 
the distinction of being the ugliest and tallest 
maninit. Jesse D. Bright was Lieutenant 
Governor, and sent himself to the United 
States Senate by givingthe casting vote, which 
postponed the election ofa United States Sena- 
tor to the next session, and enabled him to 
‘fix’? things in the interval. During the 
Polk administration he held an important 
Gerkship in the United States Treasury, but 
bein a Cass man be oppose the 
and resigned, when 
Taylor was nomisated 
and elected, during the first Congress in 1850, 
to clerk of the Senate Commif{tee on Claims. 
In 1850 he was elected Secre of the Con- 
stitutional Convention, which convened in 
Indiapapohs to revise the Constitution. He 
superintended the publication of the present 
Constitution, and discharged his duties as 
Secretary. with such ability that he was elected 
as member of the Legislature from his native 
county in 1851, and was influential in assist- 
ing in the enactment of the laws to carry the 
present Constitution into effect. Gen. M. D. 
Manson, present Auditor of State, and Hon. 
. 8. Holman, of the Lawrence District, 
served with Mr. English inthis Legislature. 
By the way, there isa movement afoot to 
bring out Gen. Manson as the dark horse for 
the Gubernaterial nomination, and Mr. Eng- 
lish is reported as favoring the movement. 
CONGRESSIONAL CAREER. 
Euglish's political promotion was 
rapid. In October, 1852, when thirty years 
of age, he was elected to Congress by the 
Democrats of his district by 488 majority. It 
is seldom thata new member and a young 
man distinguishes himself in Congress during 
his first term. but Mr. English's courage, 
earnest convictions and sound sense gave him 
prominence, and as amember of the Com- 
mittee on Territories be played nosmall part 
in rer the legislation relating to the Kan- 
sas difficulty. During the first 
term the famous Nebraska-Kansas Dill 
was introduced and referred to his 
committee. This was a reopening of the 
question of slavery in the Territories, and led 
to a discussion which lasted eight years, and 
terminated in civil war. Mr. English served 
four terms in Congress during this exciting 
period in our country’s history, and, althougu 
a Democrat, he refused to yield tothe dicta- 
tion of the Southern men,and always his 
votes seemed actuated by a desire to do that 
which was for the best interests of the whole 
country. His position led toan encounter 
with Montgomery, of Pennsvivania, in th 
strects of Washington—in which he showe 
that he was not devoid of the physical cour- 
age nevessary to maintain his manhood aad 
command respect—on the Nebraska bill. 

The bill, as it finally passed, contained Mr. 
English’s proposition in a modifled form, 
Senator Douglas being the author of the 
amendment in the Senate. During his last 
term in Congress the Kansas agitation as- 
sumed its most violent aspect, and the first 
faint mutterings of civil war grew louder and 
more threatening. Mr. English fought the 
Lecompton Constitution and opposed the ef- 
fort's of Buchanan’s administration to secure 
the admission of Kansas under this Consti- 
tution. The Senate had passed tlie adminis- 
tration bill, and the House passea a substi- 
tute. Mr. English and Alex. H. Stephens 
and Senator William H.Seward were among 
the members of the conference committee 
to reconcile the differences of the two houses. 
At the suggestion of the committee, Mr. Eng- 
lish prepared his famous compromise for sub- 
mitting the matter to a fair vote of the peo- 
ple. This was agreed to, and there was gen- 
eral rejoicing throughout the country, bec use 
it was hoped that the English compromise 
would quiet the agitation over the slavery 
question. Butthe joy was short-lived. The 
people of Kansas rejected the Lecompton 
Constitution, and he voted to admit Kansas as 
a State under a Constitution acceptable to 
the people.

A Little Steamer. 


St. Johns (N. F. ecial tg Chicago Tribune. | 

The little steamer Anthracite, which left 
London, by way of Falmouth, Eng., eighteen 
Cavs ago, on a voyage across the Atlantic, ar- 
rived at this port to-day. She is the smallest 
vessel that ever steamed from Europe to 
America. Her length is eighty-four feet; 
beam, sixteen feet; and depth, ten feet, her 
engine and boiler room being twenty-two feet 
six inches. Her gross tonnage is 70.2 tons. 
The voyage was undertaken for the purpo-e 
of testing the capabilities of the Perkins sys- 
tem of high-pressure engines, and the success 
that bas thus far been achieved by the little 
vessel is likely to lead toa revolution in ma- 
rine architecture. Throughout the entire 
passage the weather was unusually boister- 
ous, and therecan be no doubt that under 
more favorable circumstances the time of the 
little ship would have been much better.

These 
horizontal tubes are connected by small ver- 
tical tubes, and the boiler is proved to 20% 
pounds per sm inch. Inthe engine there 
are three cylinders of different diameter— 
eight-inch, sixteen-inch and twenty-three 
inch diameter, respectively—with fifteen-inch 
stroke. The smallest one is placed over tust 
of medium size,and worked from the same 
piston-rod. The engines are of twenty-horse- 
pers nominal anti 168 horse- power indicated.

The College of New Jersey celebrated its 
133d annual commencement yesterday in 
Princeton, and it was the saddest commence- 
ment ever held in Princeton. Within three 
months six out of the 473 students in attend- 
ance at class rooms have died from malaria 
fever and fifteen more have been seriously 


sick. No cases of fever have appeared 
within three weeks, but this is owing 
to the timely action of the facul- 
ty of the college in dispersing the 


students to their homes, and in hunting for 
and finding the cause of the sickness.

The 
meeting then adjourned to reassemble next 
Monday afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

A SHORT HISTORY OF THE DECEASED. 

Judge Hunton was bornin the County of 
Albemarle on the 6th day of April, 1806. He 
received his education at Pennsylvania Uni- 
versity, located in Lexington, Ky., and was 
admitted to the bar in that State, where he 
engaged in the practice of his profession for 
several years, displaying ability of the highest 
order. While residing in Kentucky, he was 
elected Judge of the County Court 
of Lincoln county, a member of the 
State Legislature and Commonwealth’s Attor- 
7 for the district in which he was located. 

nthe year 1888 he cameto St. Louis and 
entered into partnership with Lewis V. Bogy, 
late United States Senator, and subsequently 
with Hon. Alexander Hamilton. He removed 
to New Orleans in 1844, where he soon acquir- 
ed a lucrative practice, and succeeded in be- 
ing chosen Master of Chancery forthe U. 8. 
Circuit Court under Justice McKinley. Af - 
terwards he was made District Attorney for 
the Eastern District of Louisiana under the 
administration of Presiaent Taylor. 

In 1800 Judge Hunton returned with his 
family to St. Louisand resumed his connec- 
tion with the St. Louis bar, but soon retired 
from active practice. For several years he 
has spent the most of his time at his country 
residence near Bridgeton, where he always 
took great pleasure in receiving and enter- 


, taining his friends. 


His success in life was owing to the man! 
qualities which centered in his character an 
prompted all his actions, both in private and 
public life.

Retail Priegs of the Various House- 
hold Commodities. 


The markets were crowded this morning. 
The principal attractions seem tobe among 
the fruits and berries. Watermelons have 
arrived from the South and are selling all the 
way from fifieen cents to forty cents each. 
Cantelopes are worth about fifteen cents 
each. Cherries are quoted at a 


little lower rate than that which obtained last 
week. They are now for sale for thirty cents 
per gallon. Blackberries are priced at twenty 
cents per gallon. Raspberries are scarce and 
in demand at 71-2 to 10 cents a quart. 
Gooseberries are plentiful, but readily com- 
mand the price, 5 cents per quart. Plums are 
rated at 25 cents a quart. Peaches 
are held at $1 75 and $2 per balf bushel box. 
Dates are worth from 12 J- 2c to 15e per lb.; 
pineapples from 20% to 4% each; apples from 
50% to 7e per peck. 

The prices of the various other table com- 
modities are as follows:

AT THE CONVENT. 

A PosT-DISPATCH reporter this morning 
called at the House of the Good Shepherd to 
supplement the pamphlet if possible, and af- 
ter telling his name and business to a quaint 
little old lady at the door, he was ushered 
into a parlor, through the center of which was 
stretched a grating reaching almost to the 
ceiling. In a few moments a sweet-faced, 
sweet-voiced nun appeared bevond the bars 
and greeted him. When the 
scribe hed explained his mission she 
dropped easily into conversation about the 
needs and work of the house. 

„We have now 340 inmates,’’ she said. ein 
the different classes, rangingin ages from 
three vears to seventy.” 

How do you come to take them so young.“ 

„We have what we call the ‘class of 
preservation,’ in which we receive children 
who need our care. They are mostly illegiti- 
mate, or those whose families cannot properly 
care for them. When we are permitted to 
keep them three or four years they become 
good and useful members of society. The 
children generally come to us between the 
ages often and thirteen. It takes at leasta 
vear to get them into the proper path, and 
then the parents will interfere and remove 
them. After a little while they come back, 
and then all our work is to do over again.“ 

They are sent here by the courts, too?“ 

„es; but we cannot keep them when the 
parents insiston removing them. We have 
no power as we ought to have.“ 

**What becomes of these girls?“ 

We teach them housework and needle- 
work, besides the ordinary English branches, 
and try to fit them to make their own way in 
the world. When we can recommend them we 

lace them with good families, but we 

ave found it dangerous to do this in the city. 
Where they have old friends and the memor 
of old associations they are apt to drift — 
into the gutter again. So we prefer sending 
them outinto the country when we can. Of 
course they are welcome to stay here all their 
lives if they wish, and some of them have been 
here twenty years. 

“And the girls that are rescued from the 
houses of ill-fame!“ 

“They come sometimes by their own will. 
Sometimes their friends bring them. Once 
inside the house their real names are never 
known; they assume some name, and are 
known by it until they leave. If they 
are to go back into life again 
it is agreat safeguard for them not to have any 
one know that they have been here. They are 
denied to everybody except the persons who 
brougpt them in, and every precaution is 
taken that conduces to their thorough re- 
formation.’’

Often the 
keepers of houses in tbe city 
send girls out nere who profess themselves 
penitent and anxious for reformation and, 
when they gain entry into our cloister, busy 
themselves to undo all we have done and gain 
recruits for the shameful life they are living. 
As soon as we discover this, and we discover 
itat once, because it is our duty to guard 
the poor wrecks who are trusted to us with a 
stronger guard than they can give them- 
selves, the offender is promptly ejected.’’ 

„What becomes of the girle after they are 
reformed ?’’ 

“If we feel that we can trust them we 
find them work, and many of them 
have married and become worthy and 
useful wives and mothers. Others, again, 
who lack courage to face the world after their 


fall, stay with us always, either in the classes | 


to which they were assigned, or if they are 
Catholics and wish tof§do so, they can join the 
religious order of the Magdalens, a society in 
the church formed under our care for re- 
formed women. They live a happy and 
peaceful life in a sure haven.’’

A Dream and Its Fulfilment. 
[From Notes and Queries. | 


While living in the Crimea, ata period of 
no small anxiety, and after a day of more than 
ordinary occupation, I retired to rest and 
soon fell into a sound sleep and ‘‘ perchance a 
dream.“ I would premise that ever since the 
death of my venerable mother a photograph 
of her tomb has always hung near my bed. 
While sleeping, I was ushered into an apart- 
ment, through which I entered a second, 
both rooms dimly lighted by what appeared 
almost a phosphoric light. In the second 
chamber lay acorpse inan uncovered coffin. 
J looked at it and exclaimed, ““Good God! it 
seems to be my wife’’ (who had gone to 
France for her impaired health); on looking 
close I saw that it was not she, and could not 
recognize the countenance. I awoke about 
midnight Januarv 11. Feeling very much 
agitated by my dream I got up, dressed my- 
self, and as 1 bad not written for some time 
to a very dear and only surviving brother, I 
sat downto my desk to write to him; and as 
I had remarked while dressing that the pho- 
tograph of my mother’s grave had suffered 
so much fromthe damp wall as to render 
the inscription illegible, I mentioned the cir- 
cumstance in a postscript to my brother, 
without making any reference to my dream, 
but simply asking him, if he happened to have 
one to spare, to send it to me when next he 
wrote. The following are zliteral copies of 
his two letters, the first announcing the 
death of my sister on Wednesday, the IIth, 
of whose ailing I was not aware; the second 
replying to my letter, written on the com- 
mencement of the 12th:

Query, may it not have been that my dis- 
embodied spirit was permitted topass over 
space between the Crimea and London, and 
to take a last fond look upon her who had been 
from infancy my devotedly attached and affec- 
tionate sister?

such an extent thatthe mowing machine can 
not be employed with profit or safety. In 


many cases large quantities of grass and clover 


xO to waste because they can not be cut with 
a machine, and farmers do uot like to use the 
hand scythe. In other cists many machines 
are ruined by using them ou lund that contains 
impediments in the form of trees, bushes, 
stumps, stones, or lodged grass and clover. 
Aleike and red clover as well as most of the 
cultivated grasses should be cutas soon as 
they are in full blossom. They may yield more 


ounds of hayif allowedto remain uncuta 


ew days longer, but it will de of inferior 
quality. Early-cut grass asd clover will 
make more milk and flesh than when they are 
allewed to remain inthe field till the seeds 
are nearly or fully ripe. When the grass and 
other forage plants are cut while they are yet 
tender, and properly cured, a very large pro- 
portion of them will be digested. If they are 
allowed to grow tillthe stalks become hard 
they are of comparatively little value as food, 
and especially is this the case when-they are 
fed to animals that are 12 young. 

Very rank grass and clover should be cut 
before danger from lodging occurs. Almost 
any forage crop is injured very greatly by be- 
ing in contact with the ground. The labor of 
cutting them when in this situation is also 
very great, and their value as food compara- 
tively small. By cutting rank grass and clover 


early danger of injury by lodging is avoided 


and the prospect of securing a second crop 


increased. It is easier to cut and cure two 
crops of grass or clover that stands erect than 
one that is lodged.

Keeping Cow, Clean. 


More difficulty is experienced in keeping 
cows clean than is the case with any other do- 
mestic animals. Their bones are so promi- 
nent—that is, so near the surface of their bod- 
ies—that the ordinary card or curry-comb 
cannot be used to advantage as it can be on 
the horse. Thecow is much more likely to 
become dirty thanthe horse is. The latter 
stands almost constantly, while the former 
lies down, not only during the night, but 
during a considerable portion of the day. At 
night she is ordinarily in a yard or stable, the 
bottom of which is covered with dung that is 
soft and sticky. This dung often adheres to 
the sides, tails and udders of cows for weeks, 
and even months atatime. The hair also be- 
comes full of fine dirt, and the skin covered 
with dandruff. Lice and other insects not un-

The following statistics of this well - estab · 
lished breed deserve the attention of all who 
are interested in dairy matters, and clearly 
indicaté that these cows are scarcely yet ap- 
preciated at their true value, 

The Ayrshire cow has been known to pro- 


‘duce over ten imperial galions of good milk 


in a day. Acow-féeederin Gi w, selling 
fresh milk, is said to have realized $250 10 sev- 
en months from one good cow, and it is 


stated on high authority that SI a day for six 
months of year is no uncommon income 
from cows under similar circumstances ; 
and that 75 cents a day.is below the average. 
But this implies high and judicious f ° 
The average ng on ordinary food would 

considerably lees. ‘ 

Youatt estimates the daily yield of an Ayr- 
sbire cow for the first two or three months 
after calving at five gallons a day on an aver- 
age; for the next three months at three gal- 
lons; and for the next four months, at one 
gallon anda half. This would be eight hun- 
dred and fifty gallons as the annual yield of a 
cow; but allowing for some. unproductive 
cows,he estimates the average of a dairyjas six 
hundred gallons perannum for each cow. 
Three and a half gallons of the Avrshire cow’s 
milk will yield one and a half pounds of but- 
ter. He, therefore, reckons two hundred and 
fifty-seven pounds of butteror five huadred 
and fourteen pounds of cheese, atthe rate of 
twenty-four pounds to twenty-eight gallons 
of milk, as the yield of every cow, at a fair 
and perhaps rather low average, in an Ayr- 
shire — duringthe year. Alton sets the 
yield much higher, saying that thousands 
of the best Ayrshire dairy cows, when in 
prime condition and well fed, produce one. 
thousand gallons of milk per annum; that in 
general, three and three- quarters to four gal- 
lons of their milk will yield a pound anda 
half of butter, and twenty-seven and a half 
gallons of their milk will make twenty-one 
pounds of full milk cheese.“ 

One of the four cows originally imported 
into this country by John P. Cushing, ef 
Massachusetts, gave in one year 3 quarts, 
beer measure, or about 464 gallons, at ten 
pounds to the gallon, being an average of over 
ten and a half beer quarts a day for the whole 
year. Itisasserted, on good authority, that 
the first Ayrshire cow imported by the Massa- 
chusetts Society for the Promotion of Agricul- 
ture in 1837 yielded sixteen pounds of butter 
a week or several weeks in succession on grass 
feed only. These yields are not so large as 
those stated by Alton; but it should, perhaps, 
be remembered that our climate is less favor- 
able to the production of milk than that of 
England and Scotland, and that no cow im- 
ported after arriving at maturity could be ex- 
pected to yield as much, under the same cir- 
cumstances, as one bred on the spot where 
the trial is made, and perfectly acclimated, 


Killing Large Weeds. 


Some weeds may be effectually exterminat- 
ed by cutting off the stalks close tothe ground 
with a scythe. The proper time to dothis work 
is soon after they have attained their growth; 
but before the seeds have — 1 e 
branches of some weeds are so close to the 
ground that they can only be severed from 
the roots by the use of a hoe, which should be 
very sharp in order to do the work well and 
with any considerable degree of ease. Weeds 
should be cut quite early in the season, in or- 
der to prevent the ripening of the seeds that 
would give trouble another year, if not the 
same season they grow. The seeds of some 
weeds are entirely ripe while the petals of the 
blossoms are still fresh. The appearance of 
the plant affords no indication of the maturity 
of the seed, as is the case with grain. 

It requires considerable pains to destroy 
some large weeds, as burdocks, mullens and 
Canada thistles. The stalks must be cut sey- 
eral inches below the surface of the ground 
or they will throw up suckers in the same 
manner as trees and bushes. A sharp spade: 
or a narrow steel blade fixed to a handle 16 
the best implement to use for the purpose. 
After the stalk is cut and removed, it is well 
to dropa handful of saiton the stump that 
remains in the earth. A drop of sulphuric 
acid, applied with the end of a stick, is effect- 
ual in destroying the life of the roots of we~ 18. 
Strong lye, Paris green or London purple 
may also be employed for the same purpose 
with most excellent results. It is always best 
to — sure work with large and troublesome 
weeds. 


Cockle. 


Farmers in the Eastern States and in Eng- 
land are familiar with the appearance of 
“‘corn-cockle,’’ <Agrostemma githago, the 
black roundish seeds of which are such a nuis- 
ance in winter wheat, on account of the diffie 
culty of separating them from the wheat, and 
the fact that their outer shells are sure, in 
grinding, to get mixed with the flour and give 
ita dark color. According to the June num- 
ber of the American Miller, the pods of the 
cockle-bur, Xanthium strumarium, are a 
nuisance in wheat at the West. It also men- 
tions that a machine with a woolen roller 
would take the burs out of the wheat at the 
mill, because the burs will stick to the flaunel 
while the wheat will not. It is evident that 
the Miller has the two plants confounded, as 
any ordinary fanning mill will separate cockle- 
burs from wheat.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 24.—A certain 
Congressman who keeps a boarding-house 
during the session in addition to his other 
burdensome duties of responding to roll-call 
in the House has closed up his establishment 
and gone home. This is enough to show that 
the dull season is actually inaugurated at last. 
The great conservators of American liberty at 
the capital have corked up their eloquence 
and gone home to unbottle it on the stump 
this fall; and what has made it even more 
than usually quiet this week is tne absence 
at Cincinnati of all our local Democratic poli- 
ticians. 

You must not understand me, however, as 
intimating that there’s nobody left here, or 
that when Congress adjourns Washington 

‘eases tobe. We have a legitimate, perma- 
nent population, as ascertained by the census 
just closed, of about 175,000 people, and if the 
enumeration has been made as carelessly jin 
the District of Columbia as it evidently was 
in the city of st. Louis, it will be safe to add 
at least 25,000 more to these figures. What is 
not obvious to the casual visitor, who merely 
looks upon the shifting surface of things, is a 
large number of substantial residents 
among whom culture, refinement and steady 
babits prevail, and who have little or nothing 
in common with the motley multitudes that 
swarm here on political or other transitory 
business—cheap statesmen, place-hunters, 


claimants, lobbyists, lookers after jebs, and 
adventurers generally. This is a crowd of 
which the greater proportion rallies with the 
assembling of Congress and disbands with its 
adjournment, leading a sort of guerrilla life 
while it stays. 
boarding-houses, and in its different phases 
is omnipresent, lounging about the hotels, 
besieging the departments, haunting the Cap- 
mol, falling back upon its ratioas with aston- 
ishing regularity, putting on airs according to 
its means, assuming to be sovereign at one 
time or cringing for favors at another, and 
doing a great many things that a well-or- 
dered, sober-minded community 1s not ordi- 
narily guilty of; but thisis not all of Wash- 
ington by a very long ways. 

The last few years, especially the last three 
or four vears, bave witnessed a wonderful 
augmentation to the better elements of Wash- 
ing ton society. More people than ever be- 
fore are coming here now to live—coming as 
they do to St. Louis, Cincinnati, or anywhere 
else, to live, because of some peculiar at- 
traction that draws them here. It is 
a pleasant ana healthful town, convenient 
to the seaboard, convenient to mountains 
and springs, convenient to Boston, Philadel- 
phia and New York, with excellent schools, 
an abundance of churches and an intelligent 
public sentiment, besides possessing all the 
advantages of a great and enlightened capi- 
tal. Our new-comers are not always, nor, 
perhaps, in a majority ef cases, persons of 
wealth, but, for the most part, they are of 
ihe stuff that good citizens are made of, with- 
but offensive ostentation and capable of liviag 
ina respectable, independent way, iu full 
Sympathy withthe best interests of the city, 
above its yices and frivolities and devoid of its 

ashionable vulgarities. This topic leads 
aturally to thatof the building improve- 
ments that have recently been made or are 
now making at the capital. 
FINE RESIDENCE IMPROVEMENTS, 

Attracted, as I have just said. by the beau- 
ty of the city and the many social advantages 
which it really presents to those whose means 
and tastes incline them in that direction, a 
large number of prominent and well-to-do 

ople have taken up their permanent homes 
— within the past year or two, and have 
erected, or are now erecting, very substantial 
and in many eases elegant houses, or else have 
purchased fine properties, already improved. 
Among these may be mentioned Gen. A. A. 
Humphreys, of the army, who is 
building a $20,000 house on Fif- 
teenth and K. streets. Paymaster-General 
Cutter, whose place on Massachusetts avenue 
cost $30,000; Fernando Wood, whose four- 
story French flat on Fifteenth street is esti- 
mated to cost him $17,000; and John B. Alley, 
ex-member of Congress from Massachusetts, 
who has recently boughta residence on Ver- 
mont avenue at $30,000; Senator Don Cam- 
eron’s new bouse on Rhode Islandavenue will 
cost about $50,000; Lieut. Emory's, $40,000; 
Jobn Broadhead’s, on Scott circle, 85,000; 
Hugh McCulloch’s,$40,000; Congressman Lor- 
ing’s, the same; Prof. Alexander G. Bell's, 
about the same, and the list might run into 
the hundreds. 

Geo. Bancroft, the historian, and Judge 
Bancroft Davis own magnificent houses ad- 

oining on Hi street; A. I. Lowery, a retired 

ew York capitalist, is building asixty-thou- 
sand dollar palace on Vermont avenue, and 
Congressman Levi P. Morton has bought for 
$40,400 a splendid mansion opposite Worm- 
ley’s Hotel. Mr. II. M. Hutchinson has 
bought twelve lots on Massachusetts avenue, 
which cost him about $46,000, and will put 
improvements on the property costing at 
least $140,000 more. he ten thou- 
sand and twenty thousand dollar houses 
going up in the fashionable quarters of the 
city are too numerous to mention, but the 
above references are enough to show that the 
real estate boom in Washington City is of the 
genuine sort, and that the improvements 


which are making are indicative of the best + 


possible accessions to our population. 

In adaition to these there are many Con- 

ressmen who either rent or own property 

ere, instead of living at the hotels. Senators 
Bayard, Thurman, Blaine, Edmunds, Win- 
dom, Morrill and Allison are all the possess- 
ors in fee simple of the mansiuns which they 
inhabit, and among those who lease and live 
in good style are Senators Bailey, Pendleton 
Carpenter, Kernan, MePherson, Dawes an 
Randolph, while a large number of members 
of the Lower Houee do the same thing.

el Blind Asylum—An Odd Cés- 
* tume— Literary Notes.

Boston, June 21.—Have you ever been in- 
side our Massachusetts Bund Asylum? If not 
it will pay yeu to take one afternoon and visit 
the place the next time you come to the city. 
The buildings are situated on ga hill zin a 
healthy and pretty location, the principal one 
having formeily been the Mt. Washington 
Hotel. From the observatory a view may be 
obtained of the city and harbor, which equals, 
if it does not rival, the famous view from our 


State-hguse cupola. 
From the moment a man, woman or child 


enters the school, independence and freedom 
ot action become the key-note of their teach- 
ings. The pupils are taught to appear natur- 
al, and inagreat many cases the result is so 
perfect that a “seeing” person might easily 
be deceived. They promenade the piazzas 
by ones or twos or threes, run up and down 
stairs and find their way about the im- 
mense building ina manner marvelous to 


behold. 
The exercises on public days are always in- 


teresting, consisting of short recitations by 
the different classes, and music of a fine order. 
The band, composed entirely of the pupils of 
the institution, always gives excellent selec- 
tions, and the performers seem to enjoy unal- 
loyed happiness when this part of the pro- 
gramme is reached, for nearly all of them are 
passionately fond of music. Their piano ex- 
ecution is wonderful, and as one young gen- 
tleman ended his selection with a fin * 
flourish, I heard the approving remark ut- 
tered with a hearty voice behind me, That's 

laying!'“ As I wandered through the build- 
ng, peering into all the nooks and corners, 
suddenly a babel of sounds reached my 
ears, and I saw at once that I had entered the 
sacred precincts where the little piano rooms 
are situated; in nearly every room a student 
was seated before the instrument . freee 
scales and five finger exercises. I hurrie 
away as quickly as possible, the discord still 
ringing in my ears after I had long left the 
place behind me. 

Tre public recitations in geography, his- 
tory and other branches are slightly embar- 
rassing, and the teachers sometimes have to 
tax their ingenuity tothe utmost in order to 
ask questions which will bring out the ideas 
of the timid ones. These exhibition days, as 
they might be called, are of great benefit to 
the institution, for many people become in- 
terested in the work on those days, and dona- 
tions have frequently been received from those 
who first looked in on the school 
on a public day. Hammocks, strong 
and firm, bead baskets, necklaces, etc., 
are for sale, and the rooms present quite a 
gala-day appearance. 

While this enterprise was yet In its infancy 
the two sexes occupied the same building, 
forming one a family of brothers and sis- 
ters.

His „ or what 
passed for such, was found to contain nothing 
in the way of furniture save an old sofa,

covering. Piles of books were heaped 
up promiecuously in every direction. So in 
hig sitting- room. there was scarcely s to 
move for dust-covered volumes, o which the 
owner had aay made very little use, 
contented, like many another collector, with 
merely having acquired them. 

A wealthy eccentric living in a French prov- 
incial town was not open to that reproach. 
He dwelt alone in a secluded house, admit- 
ting no one but a charwoman, who prepared 
his meals, anda news agent, who brought 
him thirty to 2 journals at a time. One 
day even they could not obtain admission, and 
the police were called upon to intervene. 
Upon entering the solitary bedroom in the 
heuse—a room as squalid as it well could be 
the recluse was found dead on the bed, which 
could only be reached by passing through a 
ravine, the sides of which were composed of 
thousands of newspapers and novels, whose 
perusal had been the sole delight and occupa- 
tion of his wasted life. 


OUR BOOK TABLE. 


Helen Campbell's Unto the Third and 
Fourth Generation’’ oughtto make a suc- 
cess. It is a story of real strength, illustrat- 
ing in skillful characterization the principle 
of inherited traits, and developing most 
curiously the effects of rigid early teachings 


on Ae and passionate natures. Mrs. 
Campbellis a practiced writer, whose wit, 
good sense and genuine dramatic instinct ap- 

ar to advantage in this peculiar and power- 

story. The idea of it is rather original— 
that of a youth gifted with personal beauty, 
fine talentsand great strength of character 
(including, however, a fiery and almost over- 
mastering temper underlying his ordinary 
gentleness and amiability), who was, as his 
stern mother taught him to  betieve, 
**borne under a curse, his father having suf- 
fered the extreme penalty of the law fora 
murder committed in a moment of passion. 
The gradual overcoming of both the curse and 
the temper constitute the chief motive of the 
storv, though interwoven witn it are many 
lines of interest, characters of a curious variety 
of attractiveness, and scenes of life in the 
woods, on the lakes, inthe mines, and in the 
back country, such as have not been wrought 
out before. The region and time are found 
on Lake Champlain and on Lake Superior 
some thirty years ago, beginning before their 
shores were as populous and busy as they now 
are; including also some Yankee pictures from 
the Champlain region of Vermont; and 
the whole effect is unhackneyed, vigorous 
and fresh. The development of the various 
characters—showing the motley colors and 
kinds that such border lands always abound 
in, native American, Irish, Scotch, French- 
Canadian, etc.—is not elaborate, but free- 
banded, ready, and evidencing a careful study 
of motive and conduct; while the tale itself, 
both in its moral aspects and as a dramatic 
com position, is decidedly above the average. 
Rather sombre in tone at the outset, its colors 
grow more striking, richer and brighter as 
the action advances, and at the close all is 
outwardly merry aud inwardly full of joy and 
deep content.

‘“Wikoft’s Recollections” is the latest addi- 
tion to the history ot the last half century. In 
these days, when the public takes up so quick- 
ly all the various “Anecdote Biogr aphies,“ 
„Personal Recollections, “ Memoirs,“ and 
generally curious brie-a-brac of the individual 
element of history, this new contribution to 


the story of — times will meet with a ready 
reception and wide reading. Indeed, it is the 
first book of this class by an American that 
has been offered to the reading public. 

Mr. Wikeff begins his reminiscences with 
his own youth in the staid town of Philadel- 

hia, and this, with his recollections of college 
ite in New Haven, and afterwards at Union 
College with old Dr. Nott, and many quaint 
and curious notes of stage-coach traveling and 
travelers, and distinguished people of “that 
elder day’’ (his drawing toward people of 
note seems to have been an inborn sense and 
one of early development), make a most inter- 
esting series of pictures of American life fifty 
years ago. 


Alexander Winchell has produced a valuable 
work in his Preadamites,“ from the press of 
S. C. Griggs & Co. The views of Dr. Win- 
chell on the subject of preadamites, which he 
put forth some time ago in a modest pamphlet, 
to which we drew attention, he has now ma- 
tured and brought out in a very handsome 
and richly illustrated volume.

Though 
making no claims of this nature, itis yet a 
mat seer. A exposition of ethnological science, 
treating instructively a wide range of ques- 
tions in relation to the origin, distribution, 
characteristics and natural history of the hu- 
man races. These subjects are now of com- 
manding interest. All modern knowledge 
converges upon this great human research; 
and the proper study of mankind” 
is now more fruitful of positive and pregnant 
conclusions than it has ever been before. Tue 
theme is itself of intrinsic moment to the stu- 
dents of nature, and is engaging the assidu- 
ous attention of talented men in all cultivated 
nations. From this point of view alone, or as 
a repository of (facts and a lucid exposition 
of principles, the volume has marked merit, 
and will do excellent service simply as a pop- 
ular ethnological manual.

A COURT CONCRRI. 


Yankee Girls Singing at Buckingham 
Palace. 


London Cor. New York Times, | 


The grand hail or music-room was filled 
with titled folk, with Dakes and Duchesses, 
witb the great oflicers of state, with Embassa- 
dors from every clime, with dignitaries of ev- 
ery nation. Inthe centerjof the room were a 
series of circular seats or pews, covered with 
crimson satin. In front of these two circulsr 
rows of crimson-covered chairs was a center 
one larger than the rest. The chairs were 
empty. The pews were full. In the most 
prominent of all was the Duke of Argyll. 
On the right, entering the room opposite 
to the stage or platform, was a row of seats, 
occupied chiefly by the ladies of the 
Court, titled dames, the wives mostly of il- 
Justrious and wealthy noblemen; to give their 
names would simply be to make out a list of the 

reatest people in the land. The Countess of 

udley was tubere, and the Duchess of Man- 
chester. On the left hand side were the Em- 
bar sadors. Most conspicuous among the gor- 

eous uniforms was the Minister of the United 

tates, in his citizen’s dress, the only gentle- 
man in the room out of a uniform, and it was 
also a notableſincident of the time that Mrs. 
Osgood, one of the vocalists, was the only 
lady present with a high-necked dress. Mrs. 
Osgood never wears the kind of dress that is 
de rigueur at court, having a rather delicate 
organ and being fearful of taking cold (a se- 
rious consideration to a concert singer with a 
long list of engagements), and having this 
politely conveyed to her Majesty, the Queen 
was good enough to waive the state regula- 
tion in her case. One of the society papers 
bas mentioned this incident of relaxed eti- 
quette as a concession which it hopes will be 
extended. The American soprano has no de- 
sire to be quoted as a reformer in this matter. 
She is fully sensible of her Majesty’s 
gracious condescension, and would 
not have dreamed ef asking for any 
modification of custom except on the score of 
necessity. Etiquette is the pivot upon which 
state ceremoniais move, and the Queen knows 
the necessity of maintaining the traditional 
rules and regulations of court life, though 
she has laid aside much ofthe pageantry of 
the crown, and is always anxious to consider 
the customs, prejudices and feelings of the 
subjects of other rulers. Mrs. Osgood is so 
unassuming an artist, and so amiable a lady, 
that you may be sure that she properly esti- 
mates the royal courtesy and kindness that 
has been extended toward her. Butto pro- 
ceed with my description of the concert-room. 
The center of the apartment, as I said. was 
— — by the great Ministers, officers and 
dignitaries of state. On their right were the 
titled ladies, all in low dresses, mostly white, 
ablaze with diamonds, the other ornaments 
being chiefly feathers. On the left, 
the Embassies, in their Varied 
costumes, the Chinese Embassadors 
being (next to the American Minister) most 
noticeable. The 1 or stage, was oc- 
cupied at the back by the band,with the chor- 
us singers on either side. Mr. Cousins was 
the conductor. His chair was in front of the 
stage, and on his right and left sat the solo 
vocalists—Mme. Patey, Mme. Albani, Mrs. 
Osgood and Mme. De Caters-Lablache 
(daughter of the famous basso), Signor Gay- 
arre, and Signor Graziani. Ceilings and 
walls gorgeously frescoed, the floor inlaid 
with gold, the windows splendid works of 
illuminated art, the whole lighted with can- 
delabra and crystal chandeliers, the scene was 
one of royal splendor, the brilliant uniforms 
of the gentlemen vieing with the bright eyes 
and flasbing gems of the ladies. Ata silent 
signal, well understood by the assembiage, 
the guests rise as by common consent. A door 
on the left of the stage isopened. There en- 
ter the Prince of Wales, the Duke of Con- 
naught, and anumber of other personages, 
mostly in uniforms of scarlet and gold. 
They pass on and take up a 
position near the royal chairs. The brilliant 
crowd is perfectly siill, (as quiet as the swel- 
tering East Enders when Warner commences 
his terrific D. 1. scene in ‘*Drink,’’) and I 
don’t wonder that when the little New England 
lady saw this kind of thing for the first time, 
she thought of heaven, and (if she had 
seen them) of Martin’s pictures thereof. Then 
enter with stately step the Princess of Wales, 
the Princess Christian, the Duchess of Meck- 
lenburg-Strelitz, and other court ladies. The 
Princesses and Duchess,jbeing well in the 
room (or well down the stage as an actress 
would be for an effective momentin a play) 
courtesy to the guest-audinece,which responds 
with a low bending of the head forward. It 
was something like the effect of a soft breeze 
upon a bed of flowers,the wave-like move- 
ment of this response to the royal courtesies. 
To imitate iton the stage il would be neces- 
saryſto engage ‘*supers’’ in the grand circles 
of Mayfair. 

Then the royal people took their seats. The 
chair of honor was given to the Duchess of 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz. On her left sat the 
Princess of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, 
and the Princess Christian. On her right the 
Prince of Wales and the Duchess of Con- 
naught. Tne Princess of Wales was dressed 
in olive-green velvet, trimmed with old Span- 
ish lace, and she wore ornaments of diamonds 
and pearls. She carried in her hand a small 
bunch of lilies of the valley, not a bouquet 
but just a half dozen sprays of the flower an 
a few leaves. The Duchess of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz wore a dress cf dark velvet, trimmed 
with lace, and she wore on her head a diamond 
tiara worth a vig‘*down-town lot.’’ The 
gems were of the very first water, and she 
carried then with a queen-like dignity. The 
Duchess of Connaught wore red satin and 
lace, and the Princess Christian had on a 
black velvet gown, with a row of diamonds on 
the edge of the corsage marking the line of 
her ample bust. The effect was as brilliant as 
it was novel. Her Royal Highness is almost 
as popular as the Priacess of Wales herself. 
She leoked as —— and genial as ever, and 
evidently is an enthusiast in music. 

It is worth while mentioning that the con- 
cert began at 11 (soon after a royal dinner 
party), and ended half aun hour after mia- 
night, when supper was served in two or 
three rooms. There were songs in English 
French, Italian and German. Mrs. Osgoo 
—_- German, at the request of the Prince 
of ales. The band and chorus were su- 
perb. I bave rarely heard fresher voices or 
more finished choral vocalization. Mr. Cous- 
ins, the conductor, never left his seat during 
the concert. His books were handed to him 
by Mr. Lucas, the publisher, who sat below 
his desk. The pieces were received through- 
out without applause. Once in a way, when 
the royal acts were particularly pleased, 
there was a slight movement of the hands, or 
ofafolded fan; not thatthe music was ac-

ANCIENT VIOLINS. 


The Art of r r et Not 2 Lost 
ne. bd 
From the New York Times. 


The question whether violin-making ig g 
lost art is answered in the negative in the 
Medical Record by Mr. G. L. Chapin, who has 
been an enthusiastic student of the subject 
for thirty years. Nothing relating to musie, he 
says, has been more fruitful of silly legends, 
romance and superstition than the violin, Not. 
that the old masters did not produce some 
grand instruments. But it is a mistake to 
suppose that they worked by a rule, sys. 
tem or secret which invariably gave 
results; thata violin is excellent simply be- 
cause it bears the name of Da Salo, Maggini, 
Amat}, Stradivarius or Guarnerius, or that 
the best productions of these masters 
never again be equaled. Stradivarius, for 
instance, made more poor than good violins, 
and made more bad ones than any other maker 
of the great period. He is said to have turned 
out 2,000 instruments, but only twelve really 
fine ones of his make are now known 
to in existence. Da Salo and 
Maggini each made less than 500 instruments, 
but only about a dozen of each maker are ex- 
tant. In a recent work on the subject Charles 
Goffrie, after an examination of the Cremonas 
in the collections of Plowden, Gillott, VII- 
Jaume, Bonjour and others, says that he 
“found that they were decidedly hard in tone, 
resembling new instruments.“ And Prof, Le 
Brun, who played in the same concerts with 
Paganini and had in his hands nearly all the 
noted Cremonas fifty and sixty years g 
says tbat the Guarnerius from which that 
great violinist drew such wonderful tones 
would have attracted little attention in the 
hands of an ordinary professional. Mr. 
Chapin’s conclusion is that“ the old makers 
made some instruments as good as can be 
made, but emphatically no better. Also, 
they made some instruments as good as can 
be made now, but the larger number made 
by them are not up to the present standard of 
power and the few that are uptothis stand- 
ard are in the bands of artists or in 
collections, and entirely out of the market. A. 
large number of good violins have been made 
since the great period, and it is safe to say that 
alarge number of instruments bearing the 
marks ofthe old makers and accredited to. 
them were never near Cremona.’’ The old 
instruments do not appear to have been made 
according to any fixed rule or principle, but 
on the ‘*cut and try’’ plan. Nor is there any 
uniformity intheir make or published di- 
rections concerning their construction. Mr. 
Chapin tells us that he has 
owned two of the masters” ine 
struments of the great period and fifty instru- 
ments of the best reputed imitators, has ex- 
amiped more than 2.000 other violins of va- 
rious grades and patterns, and has read what 
has been publisbed on the subject, but that he 
has failed to find ‘‘even now long to make the 


1’s in a given sized instrument, to say nothing 


of where they should be placed.’’ He gives 
certam ratios, Measurements, and directions 
for constructing a violin in ac 
cordance with the laws of 
sound, and remarks that ‘‘instruments 
made to demonstrate this theory can be seen.“ 
Violins, he claims, can and should be made 
on scientific principles, as other musical in- 
struments are. As good violins can be pro- 
duced here as have been made at Cremona, 
and the chief reason why this is not done, he 
says, is that the people will not pay for them,

A strange story of the hardships of Russian. 
captivity is related by a German engineer 
named Neumeyer. He was busily engaged in 
superintending the construction of a new rail- 
way inthe south of Russia, when, on Dec. 
19 last, he saw himself suddenly surrounded 
by a body of police, and made prisoner. On 
being sbown a photograph portrait he inno- 
cently exclaimed; Where have you got this 
picture from? J] have never had my likeness 
taken.“ This extraordinary resemblance of 
his to Louis Hartmann, or rather Wolkoff— 
the alleged author of the Moscow attempt on 
the Emperor’s life—and a scar on his right 
hand, brought poor Neumever into a serious 
1 He was put in chains, taken to 

loscovw, submitted to a wearisome investiga- 
tion, then dragged across the country on foot 
to Warsaw, with no other nourishment than 
bread, cabbage and spoiled fish, on a journey 
of forty-four days. 
weeks more in prison on bread und water, 
surrounded by a low set of criminals awaiting. 
their traneportationto Siberia, he succeeded 
in forwarding a letter to the Governor-Gen- 


eral of Palade, whose brother had formerly 


employed Neumeyer on his estatesin Es- 
thonia. Thanks to Count Kotzebue’s inter- 
cession, Count Loris Melikoff allowed the 
a victim to return to Germany in a penni- 
ess condition, covered with vermin, an 
wearing the same clothes in which be had 
been seized, aud which had never been 
washed.

It is rather surprising to find that some of 
the Japanese are addicted to the eating of 
earth. Dr. Love has lately published an 
analysis of a clay which is eaten to a consider- 
able extent by the Ainos; it occurs in a ped 
several feet thick, in the Valley of Tsie- 
tonai (eat-earth valley), on the north coast of 
Yeseo. It is light gray in color and of flae 
structure. The people mix with the clay 
fragments of the leaf of some plant for the 
aromatic principle it contains. They eat the 
earth because they think it contains some 
beneficial substance, not because it is a neces- 
sity with them. They have meat in abundance 
and vegetable food. The clay is eaten in the 
form ofasoup.
